Councilman T. P. Bell was nominated for 
Comptrolier, and itis now proposed to place 
Bell on the ticket for Treasurer and to renomi- 
nate Comptroller R. A. Campbeil. 

At the Convention after the nomination of 
Mayor it was proposed that the leaders of the 
Allen and the Noonan forces get to- 
gether and selecih a strong ticket, 
To this the Noonan “men objected.” 
They said they did not want to dictate any 
ticket.

‘Noonan Indorsed for Mayor and a Mixed 


Ticket Selected by the Delegates. 
The Union Labor party held a convention 


last night at the Central Turner Hall to select 


a city ticket. There were five delegates from 
ward in the city and a full representation 

was had. . 
At s p. m., G. C. Brien called the convention 
to order. Wm. H. Black was made tem- 
porary chairman, and John J. McGarr, 


temporary secretary, After the call of wards, 
the Committees on Permanent Organization, 
Resolutions and Credentials were appointed, 
and a recess of forty-five minutes taken to 
allow the Credentials Committee to straighten 
out a nu r ot contested delegations. 

Every delegate in the place was seized upon 
by from one to half a dozen of his friends 
who wanted pledges and indorsements. Andy 
Brown and it. E. Lennon were the only two 
Republican workers to be seen in the halt; 
they tulked to one ortwo delegates and then 
left the place, Noonan’s friends were nu- 
merous and 2 steadily until com- 

ittees came in. 
™The Committee on Credentials had little 
difficulty over settling upon the delegates for 
most of the wards, but had some trouble over 
the Fourth. One of the contesting K es 
was headed by Central Committeeman Nolan. 
When the wotion was made to adopt the

RAILROAD NEWS. 


European Freights in Mexico—The Wiscon- 
sin Central Lease. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcs. 

CiTY OF MEXICO, March 29.—It is believed 
bere that before long the railway lines wil! 
abandon their present system of excessively 
low rates on European freights. This policy 


has worked serious harm to American com- 
mercial interests bere, for in many cases rates 
from Europe bave been 33 to 50 per cent lower 
than those from New York. The Central and 
the National Raliways, which bring ia Euro- 
pean freights by ements made 
with European lines of steaimers touch 
ing at Orleans and Galveston, 
have liy been doing this business 
without profit, while the Vera Cruz Kailiroad 
bas made very iow rates to meet this compe- 
tition of the overiand raliways. There is no 
money in this business now. Ges, ran 
way wanagers see that it is the plan of many 
American manufacturers to @ their agencies 
bere to German bouses. This tends to restrict 
American exports to this country, as German 
houses will favor their own national 
manufacturers whenever they can. They 
often take American agencies, and at the 
same time do as little as poss! bie 
for American manufacturers. The railroad 
managers are beginni to favor Americau 
commercial houses which have a direct in- 
terest in puliding up American trade. Still, if 
Americans 4o not get direct representation 
bere the English will beat them,as it is the 
avowed policy of the English to regain their 
former bold on the wholesaie commerce of the 
country. a” N 


An Impertant Decision. 


MIVWEAPOL!S, Min., March . —4 decision 
bas been filed dy Judge Young which bas an 
important bearing on the rulings of the State 
Railroad Commission. The case was that of 


the appeal of the &t. Louis road from an order 
of the commission requiring the upper berths 
of siceping cars to be — when notin use, 
and the court decided in favor of the road and 
the order was rescinded. In December, 1s, 
the commission made an order requiring ail 
upper berths to be made up, thep closed, then 
not to be lowered unless tbe berth should be 
needed for a passenger. in reviewing the 
case the Judge says: 

A person may purchase a berth or a whole 
section in a ear and occupy the same, but if 
he purchases bat one berth he is not entitled 
to the whole section, and it is evident that 
the lowering ofthe upper berth, even if not 
occupied, will not cause the occupant of the 
lower berth any more discomfort than if it is 
occupied.”’ 

The court even goes eo a8 to state that if 
railroad companies provide comfortabie day 
coaches the Commission would have no power 
to compel them to place sleeping cars on 
their road. The Commission certainly has 
powerto make police reguiations oe 
the management of the roads, but if it cou) 
legally enforce the order in question it would 
be bard to find a limit to its power.

Tue organs of two opposite parties have 
done their best to unite the respectability 
of St. Louis against Judge NOONAN as a 
man whose election would be a surrender 
of tht city to the control of the reckless, 
mischieyous and griminal classes.

The success of the citizens’ meeting held 
yesterday to inaugurate the work of pre- 
paring for a public celebration of the 
Washington Centennial in St. Louis is 
gratifying. 

The suggestion of the Post-DisPpaTcu 
was heartily indorsed by every citizen 
present. A spirit of enthusiasm and 
energy was manifest among the 
gentlemen present. It was shown 
by letters of inquiry that the in- 
terest in the proposed celebration 
is not confined to St. Louis but extends 
to the State at large and to neighboring 
cities in other States.

GERARD B. ALLEN’S ESTATE. 


His Widow's Suit Against the Executers— 
Legal Notes. 


The demurrer to the petition in the case of 
Eugenia L. Allen against the executors of 
Gerard B. Allen was argued before Judge 
Fisher this morning. This is the suit which 
Mrs. Alien brought under the ante-nuptial 
contract, alleging that by that contract Mr. 
Alien agreed to give her stocks and bonds 
worth $50,250, and after their marriage he did 


give them to her, but he took charge of her 
property and, without her consent, sub- 
stituted forthem certificates of stock worth 
only $33,750; that it was his duty during bis 
life to have made up the deficit of $16,500, but 
he failed todoit, and Mrs. Allen asked that 
bonds equal to $16,500 be transferred to her 
from his estate. She also aileges that he col- 
lected from her real estate and stocks 101, 000 
of rents and dividends which he never turned 
over to her, as he was required to do by the 
terms of the antenuptial contract, and for this 
amount she asks judgment against bis estate. 
The executors demurred to the petition, and 
the demurrer was argued this morning, as 
stated above. 

Judge Fisher decided the injunction case of 
Dwight Treadway against the Excelsior Elec- 
tric Light Co. this morning, and made an or- 
der restraining defendant, Josiah A. Parker, 
from voting the stock sold to Treadway. The 
case is an interesting one. Treadway bought 
No shares of stock from Parker, but Parker, 
the President ot the Exceisior Electric ht 
Co., refused to have them transferred sot 
Treadway could vote them at the coming elec- 
tion for directors. Treadway applied for an 
injunction to restrain Parker from preventing 
ulm from having the shares transferred. One 
may be prevented from doing a certain thing 
by injunction, butan injunction cannot com- 
pel one to do anything. Judge Fisher held 
that to restrain Parker from preventing Tread- 
way from having the stock transferred was 
virtually compelling Parker to transfer the 
stock, and he would not take that position. 
He would only go „ as to restrain Parker 
from voting the stock. 

The Evens & Howard Fire-brick Co. filed 
suit against the Missouri Pacific Railway Co. 
to recover $930.06 rebate. The petition states 
that Laclede J. Howard made averbal con- 
tract with L. A. Emerson, the General Freight 
Agent of the defendant, whereby the plaintiff 
was to receive a rebate of 242 cents per 100 on 
all fre-brick shipped. During the last four 
months of September, 1885, the plaintiff

KENTUCKY HORSEMEN CROSSING RUSSIAN 
WITH AMERICAN TROTTERS. 


A Gentleman From the Blue Grass Dis- 
trict Tells of an Iatersting Experiment — 
Comparison Between Russian and Ameri- 
can Stock— What Ie to Be Accomplished

public taste, which 
| manifests iteelf with 
wonderful rapidity in 
‘the market. There 
have been many 
changes,and we breed- 
ers have been obliged 
to follow them irres 
pective of what we 
ourselves deemto be 
best. No greater pop- 
ular fallacy exists than that the 
fashion in horses is set by breed- 
ers and dealers. If such were the 
ease, the fine buggy, carriage and saddie 
stock would be very different from what it now 
is. Runners and trotters are pred for speed 
and fashion has nothing to do with them, 
therefore the breeding of these animals has 
been conducted on purely scientific principles, 
and the result has been that America leads the 
world in trotters and can more than hold its 
own with England and France in runners. 
AMERICAN TROTTERS. 

But if fashion has bad nothing to do with 
the breeding of trotters, the managers of race- 
courses have had much, and strange as it may 
seem, the fact is that Russia is to-day 
abead of us in long-distance trotters. In mile 
heats over a smooth road the best of the Rus- 
sian horses cannot compare with a good road 
ster. When it is remembered that a horse with 
a record 2:30 is considered far and away the 
fastest at a short distance in Russia, that it 


was bought by an English nobleman and 
easify defeated all the horses in the United 
Kingdom, the difference in speed can be esti- 
mated. But for all-round roadsters fitted for 
long distances and for both rough and smooth 
roads the Ruesian stock is as good if 
not better than our own. Their 
ordinary races are five-mile heats, 
and ten- mill heats are by no means uncom- 
mon. The consequence is that the Rus- 
sian roadsters, while incapable ot the bursts 
of speed for which our horses are unrtwalled, 
are deep-barrelied, short-coupled animals, 
with high action which seems to waste wore 
foree than it really does, who can trot twenty 
miles at high speed and seldom are compelled 
to be put into the hands of the horse doctors. 
For track and boulevard driving they are not 
for an instant to be compared to our stock, 
but for country roads and exposure to severe 
weather, they have many points of superi- 
ority. The troubie that has arisen rom 
our system of breeding is that speed alone 
has been regarded, and we have produced a 
race of horses clean, but light-limbed, thin- 
flanked, narrow-barrelied and extremely 
delicate. In their trim they are without dis 
pute the best in the world, but they can only 
be used in light buggies, and uniess carefully 
taken care of are very likely to go wrong. 

CROSSING AMERICAN WITH RUSSIAN HORSES. 

Last year I commenced an experiment 
which I believe will lead to excellent results, 
and will have the effect of adding to the 
American steed a type of horse that has 
almost disappeared. I sent to England 
and bought nine fine Russian mares. They 
are tolerably 17 but are much more com- 
pact, and less than our American stock. 
About 2:45 is the st that they can do, but 
they have splendid bone and muscle, and with 
a littie lightening of the crest and refining of 
the frame would make splendid aliround 
horses. My idea is to cross them with our 
light, speedy stock, and produce a horse 
about 1,100, with a speed of 2:% or 
2:40, as fast as is needed anywhere except on 
the track and a few fashionable boulevards, 
and far stronger, better bottomed and hardier 
than our ordinary run of horses. For light 
buggies they are not needed, but for four- 
seated wagons and open carriages they will, I 
believe, supply a want long feit. For large 
carriage horses the cross with the Morgan 
would produce excelient results. 

FINE CARRIAGE STOCK. 

In this style of animal alone are we far be- 
hind the rest of the world. Our heavy car- 
riage horses. with a 7 few exceptions, 
have a very strong avor of the dray 
about them, owing to the genera! 
use of Norman and Percheron blood, They 
are large and fine looking, but heavy and 
clumsy in their movements, and can only go 
atasnall’s pace. With the stock now at our 
disposal we have the greatest difficulty in 
getting a horse that has at once the requisite 
size and the a — aod spirit. 
The sverage carriage borse is likely to be fit 
either for a buggy or a dray, but few are per- 
fectiy suited for the work they have to do. 
An infusion of the Russian blood will, in my 
opinion, supply just what is needed. The 
horses are large and heavy, with 
a great deal of activity, and some fire. To 
cross them with the Morgan would produce, 
in the opinion of all with whom I bave con- 
suited, the finest carriage horse in the world 
if only the requisite height can be obtained. 
It may be necessary to admit a strain of 
Clydesdale or Percheron blood to secure this 
butI donot think that the proportion need 
be greater than one to eight, and it is to be 
hoped that none at all need be used, If the 
experiment in this direction which several of 
us are making proves successful, the United 
States will havea breed of carriage horses 
N to anything of the kind in the 
worid.’’

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THE ENTIRE GARRISON DESERTED, 


Flight of All the Soldiers From Fort Cun- 
ningham, Bermuda. 


By Teiegraph to the Post-DisPaTcu. 

New YorK, March 29.—At last something 
definite has been heard of the members of the 
garrison of Fort Cunningnam, Bermuda, who, 
as related last Monday, deserted in a body 
from the fort. The story of the desertion is 
still fresh. Early on the morning of March 
14 a guard from St. George's Darracks, located 
near Fort Cunningham, started to relieve the 


guard at the latter fort. —w me their sur- 

rise when, upon reaching the place, they 

iscovered that the fort was tenantiess, 
the garrison having vanished to a man. Their 
disappearance was a wystery and the strict- 
est search failed to discover the deserters. 
The roval mall ship, Orinoco, which was then 
leaving port for New York, was searched after 
she had reached the offing, but the fugitives 
were not on board. It was finally concluded 
that they had been taken on board a Dutch 
ship, the Gebroeder Smit, which had left St. 
George’s harbor earlier in the morning 
in tow of the tug. I. J. Merritt of New 
York. This conclusion of the officers 
has proved to be correct. The entire guard 
numbering twelve rsons boarded the Smit 
but five left ber fore sabe leit rt and 
boarded an Italian bark, which h — 
anchor and was proceeding out of the harbor. 
Seven remained on board the Smit and worked 
their passage to Boston, where the tug I. J. 
Merritt towed her. On the voyage two of the 
deserters, one of whom was a Sergeant, 
whom his companions called ‘‘Jim,’’ were 
transferred to the Merritt, where they per- 
formed their allotment of the work on board 
the tugboat. When the Merritt reached 
Boston with the Smit in tow, three of the de- 
serters went ashore and enlisted in the United 
States regular army. The others came on to 
this city on board the Merritt, arriv here 
Tuesday night. A reporter, hearing of their 
arrival, went to Stapleton, Staten Island, 
where the Merritt lay, to interview them, but 
the birds had flown, 

Capt. David Wolcott, the hale and gooda- 
natured skipper of the Merritt, inf the 
reporter that the four men had left his vessel 
while she was lying ata coal dock in Jersey 
City. The men, from the description 
Capt. Wolcott furnished, comprised six pri- 
vates and a Sergeant. Capt. Wolcott did not 
know any of their surnames, having only ad- 
dressed them by their Christian names. The 
deserters threw their uniforms into the sea 
and were provided with civilian clothes by 
the sailors on board the Smit, added to such 
as Capt, Wolcott and his crew could spare. 
The men are somewhere in the city at the 
present time.
